Doctors Ascribe Condition of 
Man in City Hospital to 
Blow on the Head. 


AWOKE IN BOXCAR JUNE 5 
Remembers Travels Since Then 


but Cannot Tell Who He Is 
Nor Where He Lived. 


A young man who walked into the 
office of Police Captain Martin O’Brien 
Saturday night and asked aid in identi- 
fying himself, is at the city hospital 


trying to recall events in his life ante- 
dating June 6& The youth appears to 

e between 20 and 22 years of age. The 
name Joseph Friese, and a Clevelana, 
O., trademark in his gray coat, does 
not assist the memory of the lost man 
and he does not recall every having 
been in Cleveland. 

His earliest recollection, he told, is an 
awakening in a freight car at Louisville, 
Ky., at 5 a. m., Friday, June 5. He felt 
severe pains in the back of the head 
and had a cut over the right eye. He 
found $16 in his clothing and has spent 
all but 22 cents wandering from town 
to town between Louisville and St. 
Louis, most of the time riding freight 
trains or the “blind baggage” of pas- 
senger trains. 

At the city hospital it was found tha 
Friese, if that is his name, had a well 
developed lump at the back of his head, 
which physicians say has impaired his 
memory. 

In his pockets were found besides 22 
cents, a lock key, three cash register 
keys, a suit case key and a beer bottle 
opener bearing the name of a Cleve- 
land brewery. A No. 7 derby hat was 
marked “Imperial Register—17,297—New 
York.” 

He wore tan button shoes, sizes 54, 
a lion head stick pin with white stone 
eyes and blue serge trousers. all of 
good quality. He its 5 feet 9 inches tall, 
weighs 160 pounds, has light brown hair, 
heavy eyebrows, prominent nose, a long 
oval face and good teeth. 

He was able to describe to Capt. 
O’Brien, his movements since June 5.

MT. LASSEN BURSTS 
INTO FLAME; NEW 
GRATER IS FORMED 


Pillar of Fire (os and Smoke Rises 
2000 Feet; Visible 100 Miles 
in California. 


MAN INJURED BY ROCKS 


Scientists Disagree on Violencé 
of Eruption, but One Pre- 
dicts Terrifc Outburst. 


By Associated Press. 
RED BLUFF, Cal., June 15.—Mount 


Lassen, 90 miles south of the Oregon 
line and 90 miles west of the Nevada 


line, the world’s newest active volcano 
Spluttered through the early hours to- 
day. 

What may come from her two new 
cones which popped into existence last 
night, or the third which has been get- 
ting larger steadily since May 30, is a 
matter of much scientific conjecture and 
a subject of concern to the country 
round about. 

The volcano’s activities, beginning 
with geyer-like steam clouds two weeks 
ago, thus far have augumented steadily 
until a burst of smoke rising 2000 feet 
yesterday was followed last night by a 
pillar of fire and cloud clearly visible 
100 miles down the Sacramento Valley. 
convincing the most skeptical that for 
the present a live volcano was in the 
neighborhood. 

Predictions Are Conflicting, 

W. H. Storms, former State Miner- 
alogist, who arrived here yesterday to 
make observations, scouted the geyser 
theory. 

“Indications, are that Lassen will imi- 
tate the performance of Krakatoa, a vol- 
cano on the Island of Java,” he said. 

“Krakatoa, in 1883, after a few minor 
disturbances similar to Lassen’s present 
activity, burst into one tremendous ex- 
plosion which destroyed the mountain 


sands of square miles. 

~e Tt dm.ca rhistake-to put the éfsturb- 
ance in the cla&sSs of geyser. Geysers 
do not eject rocks, scoria, cinders and 
ashes. These are the characteristics of| 
gxenuine volcanoes. Lassen is in active 
and violent eruption, and what may hap- 
pen before it becomes quiet, no one can 
say.”’ 

Prof. T. J. J. See, observer at the 
Mare Island Navy Yard, a scientist of 
international reputation, was more com- 
forting. 

“I hardly think the activity of Las- 
sen will become so great as to produce 
eruptions of lava,’’ he said. “It is like- 
ly to maintain a feeble and harmless 
activity. Lassen is 200 miles from the 
ocean, which is too far inland to become 
a source of much real danger. The really 
dangerous volcanoes depend on the 
leakage of the oceans and the forma- 
tion of vast accumulations of steam 
beneath their roots. 

Says Island Volcanoes Soon Die. 

“No volcano is now active over 125 
miles from the ocean, and as the study 
of earth shows, they all die out in- 
land. The chances of any real danger 
appear to me to be so small that I 
should like nothing better than to climb 
the mountain and look into it.’’ 

Jess Wright and J. H. Reagan of 
Redding early today reached a point 
within three-quarters of a mile from 
the fain crater. They said they were 
enveloped in sulphurous fumes and 
saved themselves from suffocation by 
lying on their faces and digging into 
the ground. They were plastered as 
if with mortar, and their friends did 
not recognize them. 

So far as could be learned the crater, 
which started on May 8 as an enlarged 
fissure, is the most active. From it 
yesterday rose the great black cloud 
“Like a burning oil well,” observers 
said, which .attracted many persons 
within a radius of 50 miles. It lured 
Lance Graham, a 200-pound lumberman, 
and seven companions, up the slope un- 
til they were almost overcome by the 
noxious vapors.

Before Gen. Funston, as military gov- 
ernor, destroyed it the portales pos- 
sessed one distinct attraction—they were 
the birthplace of all riots, revolutions 
These were started by proclamations, 
and until the general announced that he 
alone enjoyed the monopoly thé right to 
issue a proclamation belonged to every- 
body. It was a precious privilege. If 
you did not like a man, instead of horse- 
whipping him or hiring gunmen to shoot 
him, or on a dark night waiting for him 
down an alley with a brick in a stock- 
ing you issued a proclamation. In it 
you called him everything the law of 
libel forbids. Procedure was _ simple. 
You printed your proclamation in the 
form of handbills, hired the bootblacks 
to distribute them among the tables 
when the portales were most crowded 
and from behind a tree in the plaza 
watched the effect.

OF ATLANTIC FLEE 


Rear Admiral to Be Advanced 
for Heroism in Occupation 
of Vera Cruz. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—Rear A/i- 
miral Frank F. Fletcher has won the 
highest prize in his branch of the serv- 
ice, the command of the Atlantic fleet. 

His fine work in Mexican waters, in 
the taking of Vera Cruz and in 
establishing a government there before 
Funston came and the intelligent report 
he made to the Secretary of the Navy 
were the things which caused Secretary 
Daniels to recommend Fletcher as suc: 
cessor to Bacger, who will complete his 
term of service within a few weeks. 

Several of the Navy’s officers ot- 
rank him, but the Secretary holds that 
the conspicuous masterful conduct :f 
Admiral Fletcher at Vera Cruz entitles 
him to special recognition. Moreover it 
Congress passes the pending bill creat- 
ing the rank of Vice-Admiral, Fietcher 
will be among the first to be advanced 
to that grade. 

A Navy Departmeént statement issucd 
last night, said: 

“Since Admiral Badger took the At- 
jantic fleet to Mexican waters he has 
had the whole situation well in hani 
and his services there have added to bis 
reputation as one of the first men of 
the American navy. 

“A “Statesman and Diplomat.” 

“Admiral Fletcher will be promoted 
from the command of the first division 
He has been in 
Mexico since the presence of American 
ships in those waters was first called for 
and his command of the situation dur- 


has been masterful. He proved himself 
not only a great Admiral, ‘but a states- 
man and diplomat as well. 

“His services commended themselves 
not only to the Secretary, but to the 
President and the latter expressed him-

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Leaders of organized labor who are trying to 
shape legislation in Washington are embarrass- 
ing their friends in the Government. ’ They are 
insisting on the insertion of a clause in the sun- 
dry civil appropriation bill providing that no 
part of the sum appropriated for the enforcement 
of the anti-trust law shall be used to prosecute 
any labor union or farmers’ organization. 

The clauses of the Clayton anti-trust bill ex- 
empting labor and farmer organizations from the 
operation of the anti-trust law are justified by 
their supporters, including President Wilson, on 
the ground that the exemption applies only to 
the organizations themselves and their legiti- 
mate purposes. There is room for debate, but 
accepting this explanation we are confronted with 
a clear definition of the purpose of labor leaders 
in this clause prohibiting the use of funds pro- 
vided for the enforcement of anti-trust laws for 
the prosecution of any labor or farmers’ organ- 
ization, 

The avowed: purpose of the anti-trust law ex- 
emption is the protection of the organization from 
harassing, unjustifiable prosecutions when they 
are pursuing legitimate objects beneficial to their 
members and not injurious to others. 

The obvious purpose of the exemption from 
the use of prosecution funds is to prevent the 
prosecution of the organizations under any cir- 
cumstances. 

The second exemption throws light on the pur- 
pose of the first exemption and taken together 
the two constitute favored class legislation. They 
exempt organizations of artisans and farmers 
from the operation of anti-trust laws, regardless 
of the nature of their acts. 

President Wilson cannot blink the significance 
of these measures. He cannot again offer an 
excuse for signing the sundry civil bill with this 
exemption in it. He must face the issue of a 
privileged class exempted by law from the oper- 
ation of law. 

Workingmen who have suffered most from 

privilege should be the Mirst to protest against 
legal favors for their organizations. It is a pre- 
éedent which will confront them at every point in. 
the battle against capitalistic privilege. 
It will silence their protests. They of all men 
who demand justice can least afford to seek, ac- 
cept or condone privilege. It is fatal. It is the 
kind of “human stupidity in the presence of 
which even the gods stand helpless.”

Laws similar to the one under which they are 
exercising important suffrage privileges do not 
involve the tedious preliminaries of constitutional 
amendments. They require the support of only 
a majority instead of two-thirds of Legislatures. 
They take effect without the necessity of ex- 
hausting campaigns for adoption before the peo- 
ple. Once passed they give supporters of the 
women’s movement a leverage irresistible in 
obtaining full rights. 

Possessed of the vote for statutory officers, 
the women of Illinois announce that they will 
now proceed to inforce their demand for the vote 
for constitutional officers. What political or- 
ganizations, party leaders or candidates for of- 
fices will antagonize an element that is: already 
an important part of the electorate by resisting 
them? Their capture of a portion of the field 
makes it easy for them to capture the whole.

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STORY. OF THE CHARTER 


No.4. A Charter to Help Us Grow. 
T. LOUIS may never go into the electric 
~ light, telephone, street railway or any 
other business which the new charter lets it 
go into. But the city ought to have the power 
to go into any business that is for the benefit 
of the people. We did not have to build gas 
works, but, because the old charter gave us the 
power to do so, the price of gas was reduced 
from $4 per thousand feet in 1876 to 80 cents per 
thousand feet in 1914. The old charter only al- 
lowed the city. to operate water and gas works, 
v| The new charter will allow the city to do any 
business that is good for the people. 
The new charter says that notes or bonds 
which are issued to help the city go into any 
business shall be paid out of the income of the 
business for which the note or bond money is 
used, So we can’t, under the new charter, go.

Reedy’s Criticism. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I find this in Reedy’s Mirror: 
“Read the proposed new city char- 
ter. It is going to pile up the taxes 
upon the small home owner and 
business men. And it expressly de- 
nies the right of the people to vote 
as to the imposition of any tax. The 
people have no voice whatever as to 
checking the exercise of the supreme 
power of government, the one power 
tbat touches everybody—the taxing 
power. What good can there be in 
an initative and referendum provision | 
that cannot be invoked against tax- 
ation?” 

If that is true, what’s the answer? 
(The “express denial” of the peo- 
ple’s rignt to vote on a tax levy, cited 
by the Mirror, is contained in Sec- 
tions 19 and 20, Article IV, defining 
emergency ordinances. It is there 
provided that “no ordinance, unless 
it be an emergency ordinance, shall 
take effect until 30 days after its ap- 
proval by the Mayor, or 30 days after 
its adoption over his veto.” Among 
such emergency. ordinances shall be 
“eny ordinance fixing any tax rate.” 
Also Section 1, Article VI, “The peo- 
ple shall have power, at their option, 
to approve or reject at the polls any 
ordinance (except it be an emergency 
measure as defined in Section 20 of 
Article IV), such power being known 
as the’ Referendum and to be invoked 
and exercised as herein provided.” 
Power to determine the tax rate, 
however, rests in the hands of the 
Mayor, Comptroller and President of 
the Board of Aldermen, constituting 
the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. It is made the duty of this 
board to submit to the Board of Ald- 
ermen annually an appropriation pill 
for the city’s needs and a tax rate 
to supply the amount 
needed. The Aldermen can reduce 
any appropriation recommended by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, “except amounts fixed by stat- 
ute or for the payment of city debt 
or for meeting ordinance  obli- 
gations;” but cannot increase any 
item or tesert new items.. The tax 
rate being calculated to meet items 
recommended, the Board of Aldermen 
can reduce it, but cannot increase it 
This ledges the “supreme power of 
government, the ome power that 
touches everybody, the taxing pow- 
er,” with the three ehieg elective of- 
ficers of the city, all of whom are 
subject to recall by the people for 
any abuse of that power. Here as 
elsewhere the new ‘charter concen- 
trates authority to get the chty’s 
work done promptly, with direct re- 
sponsibility for getting it done hon- 
estly, economically and well. No 
city bridges will remain three years 
unfinished under the new charter, 
nor will any such scheme as that of 
the A. & M. approach gang to loot 
the city treasury deadlock the city 
government for months at a time. 
The power to tax is the power te 
finamee the people’s community busi- 
ness. It is mecessarily an emergency 
power. if the tax levies were left 
open to the referendum, « small min- 
ority of kickers could easily hold up 
any levy long enough to bankrupt the 
city treasury. If any taxpayer thinks 
a tax levy wrongs him, he will have, 
as now, recourse to the courts for 
relief. We find nothing in the new 
charter justifying the Mirror's charge 
that “it will pile up thé taxes upon 
the small home owner and business 
man.” To the contrary, it promises 
more economy and efficiency in
